Gov.; Bricker, as the Repu b lican pnrly’s exception­ 
ally strong vice presidential candidate, will point lip 
the weakness of his Democratic cou nterpart, who is 
expected to b e Henry 
A. Wallace. 
W hereas 
Gov 
B ricker’had a valid claim to his party’s nom ination 
fo r president and wou ld have b een given the nom ina­ 
tion, except for circu mstances 
which 
made 
Oov 
Dewey the head 
0 / the ticket. Instead, Mr Wallace 
nev er has had the Confidence of the Democratic party 
as a whole 
He came into official life as an appointee and has 
remained there as a protege of Mr. Roosevelt. 
The 
prospect that his renomination may b e forced on the 
Democratic convention again this year is a point of 
b itter contention within the party. They fu rther pros­ 
pect thgt he might b e renominated and railed on to 
serve n)j chief execu tive, in the 
event 
of 
President 
Roosevelt’s reelection after 11 ardu ou s years, is a m at­ 
ter of ptib lic concern. 
The invcitab le comparison b etween 
Mr. 
Wallace
